Preparation 


1. Prepare to display visuals as appropriate.

3. Prepare pictures of common objects that have identifiable 
characteristics that can be used to describe them, for example:

Information 


Analogy - a vocabulary exercise in which an association between 
a concept and its attribute is present (e.g., hot:cold as 
north: ) 

Students don't learn word meanings and usage by definition alone. 
Students must represent their knowledge of words in linguistic and 
non-linguistic ways. 


Irony - a literary technique used to create meaning that seems to 
contradict the literal meaning or events 

Sarcasm — bitter form a of irony, intended to taunt or hurt

Content Objective : Students identify the use of irony and sarcasm and 
analyze how the author uses point of view to shape a text. 



Mini Lesson 



1. Ask: What is an analogy? Discuss responses 
and explain as necessary. Clarify any 
misconceptions. Ask: How can analogies help 
readers and writers? 

2. Share examples of relationships found in 
analogies. Explain that some analogies describe 
a function of an object or its description. Involve 
students in verbally producing additional 
examples. 

Example: 

Type Example 

Function Pen : Paper :: Chalk : Blackboard 
Description Soft : Kitten :: Hard : Rock 

3. Place students in pairs. Distribute one picture 
from the function category (see Advanced 
Preparation) to each pair. Instruct students to 
produce a written analogy that describes the 
object's function. Students record the analogies 
in the Vocabulary Notebook. Model with one 
example before having students work 
independently. Monitor students and invite two to 
three pairs to share. 



1. Writing Appetizer 

2. Define the terms irony and sarcasm as students 
record the definitions in the Reader's Notebook. 
Instruct students to locate examples from their 
fictional text with an Elbow Partner. Ask: How 
does the author's use of irony or sarcasm 
impact the story? Discuss responses. 

3. Review point of view with students. Ask: What 
point of view does the author use in this text? 
How do you know? Discuss responses. 

4. Ask: How would the story change if the author 
had chosen a different point of view? Discuss 
responses. 

5. Display the selected section of text. Think 
Aloud, speculating about the impact that 
changing the point of view would have on the 
story. Model writing a short analysis of how the 
author uses point of view to shape the text, using 
embedded quotations to support your response. 

6. Remind students that as they write their analysis, 
they should not just summarize the text, but 
instead should explain and interpret the author's 
use of point of view. 



Learning 
Applications 



1. Collect the function pictures and distribute the descriptive pictures 
(see Advanced Preparation). 



1. Students write a brief analysis of the author's point of view using 
embedded quotations from the text in the Reader's Notebook. 
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2. In pairs, students produce a written analogy that describes a 
characteristic of the provided picture. Students record the 
analogies in the Vocabulary Notebook. 

3. Monitor and provide assistance as needed. 

4. Pairs form groups of four and share their analogies. 


2. Students engage in independent reading. 

3. Monitor and assist students if necessary. Engage in small group 
instruction with struggling students. 


Closure 


1. Ask: How can understanding relationships among words help 
improve your vocabulary? Discuss responses.
